Cultural hints for Bromeliads: Prefers well lighted spots but not direct 
sun. Can occasionally be used in dark spots. Best to rotate position 

of plant at intervals, The leaf cups of the plant should be kept filled 
with water, Water entire plant twice a week with bulb spray, long necked 
wavering can or hold under faucet in sink, Water will remain in the leaf- 
cup, Water roots only enough to keep soil firm, Potting mixture of half 
ilcat-~mold and half sand is best for most plants. Soil should not be up 
over the basal part of leaves, just over the stubby hard growth below 

the green leaf base. Pulverized or liquid cow manure at great intervals 
is a good fertilizer. Hyponex used occasionally is also good.
